Along with preaching three and 
four times daily, I have the prob- 
lem of meeting printing bills of 
about $2,000 every week on THE

counting book printing. We have 
book manuscripts ready to print, 
but cannot print them because 
the place that does the best work 
and the cheapest requires cash, 
and we do not have the cash ‘to 
send. Along with these other bur- 
dens, I must, with my helpers, be 
responsible for over $2,000 weekly 
payroll. Add to this the fact that 
with my own weak efforts through 
the long years, I am able to ac- 
cumulate only a very small frac- 
tion of the capital investment THE 
SWORD OF THE Lorp needs. It is 
all put into the work, every penny, 
that I could raise and spare 
through the years, and the Sword 
of the ‘Lord is a nonprofit cor- 
poration from which I do not prof- 
it, and from which I cannot re- 
cover any assets whatever. But 
we still need about $200,000 capi- 
tal to run the business. We have a 
great deal more than $100,000 
worth of books on hand as a stock 
to keep us running. There are a 
number of other books we ought 
to print, including some of my 
own, one by Dr. McCall, one by the 
late R. A. Torrey which we will 
reprint. And all these needs can 
only be met as we have the help 
of the people of God. Primarily, 
first of all, we must greatly in- 
crease the subscription list. We 
must have more people reading 
THE SWORD OF THE Lorp. 


Money from subscriptions now 
will help pay the printing bills.

CORRECTION 


By the Editor 


In The Sword of the Lord for October 17 was a Bible 
ad of Sword of the Lord Publishers advertising the Revised 


Standard New Testament. 


Understand, this Testament has been out since 1946, 
It does not have all the errors of the Old ‘Testament, in the 
complete Revised Standard Bible. However, it does have 
serious errors in translation, and several of the statements 
in the advertisement in The Sword of the Lord are, | think, 


inaccurate. 


I ask Sworp OF THE LORD read- 
ers to forgive me the oversight in 
allowing the ad to be published 
without serious supervision and 
correction. The fault is not Mrs. 
Handford’s, but my own. I am 
preaching three and four times 
daily in a great union revival cam- 
paign, am swamped with work, 
and so allowed the mistake to 
get by. I want to make the follow- 
ing corrections: 

1. The ad says. “Dr. John R. 
Rices uses it and recommends it.” 
That is incorrect. I have it on my 
desk, but I regularly use the King 
James Version, only referring to 
the Revised Standard Version for 
comparison. And I do not recom- 
mend it to take the place of the 
King James Version. I do not be- 
lieve it is as accurate, and I do 
not believe it should replace the 
King James Version. 

2. The ad says, “It contains no 
changes in doctrinal or fundamen- 
tal concepts.” I think this is a mis- 
take. While there are only a few 
such changes, the modernists who 
translated the New Revised Ver- 
sion, wherever they could do so, 
had a tendency to change any 
Scripture that insists on the deity 
of Christ. That appears only in 
two or three places as I remem- 
ber, on a brief review of the Tes- 
tament, but it does occur. 


3. That ad said, “The result is 
more accurate than any previous 
... That is simply not true. The 
Revised Standard Bible and the 
Revised Standard New Testament 
are not as accurate as the King 
James, not nearly so accurate as 
the American Revised Version. 
This Revised Standard Version 
puts in additional words without 
indicating that they are supplied 
by the translators, and this is not 


accurate. Former versions.put any 
supplied words in italics. This New 
Revised Standard Version some- 
times arbitrarily changes a literal 
translation, and so it is not as ac- 
curate. 

4. The advertisement, written, I 
think, from material provided by 
the publishers of the Bible, calls 
this “an authorized revision of the 
American Standard Version of 
1901 and the King James Version 
of 1611.” Authorized by whom? 
Authorized by infidel leadership 
of the National Council of Church- 
es. That is not worth a penny to 
intelligent Bibf believers. I am 
sorry such language was used in 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 

Let me repeat. I have a copy 
of the Revised Standard Version 
of the New Testament and will 
have it available, as I do a number 
of translations, for reference and 
comparison. I think that scholarly 
men would be wise to have it near 


at hand. But I do not use 
it in the pulpit, do not use it 
in my private devotions or 
study; I do not think it is 


as accurate as the King James 
Version, and I would not advise 
anybody in the world to use it 
regularly instead of the King 
James Version or the American 
Standard Version. Whatever ten- 
tative endorsement I may have 
given to the Revised Standard 
Version of the New Testament, I 
withdraw, and I am asking my 
office to stop sales of the New 
Testament, though it is not nearly 
as far wrong as the Old Testa- 
ment in the completed Revised 
Standard Bible.

sel of God. Herod heard John 
preach and heard him gladly. His 
first feeling toward this faithful. 
fearless preacher was one of ad- 
miration. 

But further, “HEROD . FEARED 
JOHN.” Admiration ‘was soon fol- 
lowed by conviction. Someone re- 
marked to me of their pastor, that 
they liked him because he was 
“so soothing.” Well, John the Bap- 
tist did not carry a bottle of sooth- 
ing syrup on his wilderness pulpit. 
This iron man of God ate honey, 
but did not dispense it. Herod’s 
life was such, and John’s preach- 
ing was such, that conviction was 
inevitable. Herod was living in 
grossest sin, and as John turned 
the searchlight of God’s Word up- 
on sin, Herod saw himself and 
trembled. “Herod feared John.” 

Is not that the history of some 
of you here in God’s house to- 
night? You came here because you 
admired the singing, or the friend- 


ly. greeting you receive, or the sim- 
plicity of the service and the 
preaching. You felt that here is a 
church that believes and preaches 
the Gospel your father and your 
mother loved. But as you have 
heard Christ preached, God in His 
mercy has brought you to see 
yourself, and now admiration has 
changed to conviction. Oh, thank 
God for that, if it is so with you. 
May the burden of conviction from 
this hour grow heavier so that 
you can neither eat nor sleep un- 
til you repent and be saved. Herod 
feared John. He was convicted 
of sin. Some of you have come 
along that road as far as Herod. 
God grant you may not stop where 
Herod halted. 

But note further, “HE DID MANY 
THINGS.” You see, conviction was 
followed by reformation. Herod 
began to do good works. He erec- 
ted public buildings until he was 
looked upon as the people’s bene- 
factor. No doubt there would be 
some moderating of his open Ji- 
centiousness. He did many things, 
he wrought good works, he tried 
to undo some of the evil of his 
past life. In other words, he re- 
formed.

It is not by turn- 
ing over a new leaf that a man en- 
ters the kingdom of God. It is

I was reading the other day in 
Exodus 20 God’s instructions re- 
garding the building of an altar. 
“And if thou wilt make me an al- 
tar of stone, thou shalt not build 
it of hewn stone: for if thou lift 
up thy tool upon it, thou hast 
polluted it.”” You see, God’s accep- 
tance of the sinner did not depend 
on his work of cutting the stone 
or his skill in ornamenting the al- 
tar.

It was the blood of the offered 
one, not the skill and work of the 
offerer. How we need this truth 
restated and emphasized in our 
day.

Outraged 


The first Baptist minister lost 
his life through a dance, for Her- 
od’s birthday ball led to the mur- 
der of John. Since then, Satan has 
found the dance to be his helpful 
ally, a fruitful mother of sin, and 
to multitudes of young people the 
polished floor of the dance” hall 
has been the toboggan slide to 
Hell. 

The reformation of Herod was 
incomplete because it did not deal 
with the great sin in his life. Her- 
od had married his brother Philip's 
wife; he was guilty of unlawful af- 
fection. He had broken the law of 
both God and man. Faithful, fear- 
less John kept turning the search- 
light upon this festering sore in 
Herod's life, “It is not lawful for 
thee to have thy brother’s wife,” 
until Herod clearly saw what lay 
between him and the saving of his 
soul. He was convicted. Was he 
convicted enough to become con- 
verted? Was he convicted enough 
to give up his sin? 

It is a principle in God’s ‘deal- 
ings with an awakened, convicted 
soul, that sooner or later that soul 
is brought to a crisis of choice 
when the issue has to be decided, 
and sometimes decided beyond re- 
call. In this one final choice that 
soul decides forever its destiny. 


Once to every man and nation 
comes the moment to decide, 
In the strife of truth with false- 

hood, for the good or evil side. 

Some great cause, God’s new 
Messiah, offering each the 
bloom or blight, 

Parts the goats upon the left 
hand and the sheep upon the 
right. 

And the choice goes by forever

It was so with Herod at this 
birthday ball. He who was con- 
victed of sin was not confronted 
with the great alternative of 
choice.

was on. It was a clear issue be- 
tween the voice of Herodias and 
the voice of God.

We are always thirsty. We don’t 
know what it means to be filled 
and running over as Jesus said, 
“Out of his innermost being 
shall flow rivers of living waters. 
(But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him 
should receive...)” (John 7:38, 
39). 


The great need today is the 
Holy Spirit’s power. As I journey 
about, as I test Christian assemb- 
lies, as I test my own life and the 
lives of others, my cry is, “O God, 
where is the Holy Spirit’s power? 
Where is the great power of God 
in all of this?’”’ That is the only 
thing that matters. Now why not 
a perpetual Pentecost? Why can’t 
we have what they had back in the 
Book of Acts? Why not? There 
is a reason for that tremendous 
cry tonight. 

During the last war a friend of 
mine was out on the West Coast. 
I wrote him a letter and said, 
“Jack, how are you. getting 
along?”’ 

He wrote: “Jess, there’s nothing 
wrong with me that a discharge 
from the Army won't fix!” He 
wanted to get out of the Army. 
He had been in two years, away 
from his wife, away from his lit- 
tle girl. He wanted to get back 
home. That was all that mattered 
to him. 


I was studying the power of the 
Holy Spirit of God, when I re- 
ceived his fetter, and I said in my 
own heart, There is nothing wrong 
with me that the Holy Spirit of 
God cannot fix. I don’t care what 
is wrong with my life—He can 
fix it. I don’t care what is wrong 
with your life—He can fix it. We 
can stand here and talk about 
soul winning all we please, but 
we are not going to win any souls 
without the power and unction of 
the Holy Spirit af God. We MUST 
have power if we are going io 
win the souls of men. And that is 
why God has tonight laid it upon 
my heart to bring to you this chal- 
lenge. 


Our Desperate Need of the 
Holy Spirit 

The first thing I call to your 
attention is OUR DESPERATE 
NEED OF THE HOLY SPIRIT. 
I travel about and I find that 
among professing Christians, very 
few people seem to know that they 
are saved. But in Titus 3:5, 6, God 
gives us a picture of a truly. con- 
verted soul: 


“Not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved 
us, by the washing of regenera- 


tion, and renewing of the Holy 

Ghost; Which he shed on us 

abundantly through Jesus Christ | 

our Saviour.” 

That passage says that when | 
God saves a man, the first thing 
He does is to give the soul a wash- 
ing; literally, the bath of the new 
birth. He cleans him up, first of 
all. 

Then God gives him the renew- 
ing work of the Holy Spirit. When 
the Holy Spirit comes in, when 
we are born again, old things 
pass away and all things become 
new. God, Ohrist, Heaven, the 
Bible, salvation, spiritual things, 
the souls of men, the spiritual 
world, open to us. An entirely 
new vista opens to us when we 
are born again because the Holy | 
Spirit makes everything brand 
new. It is a wonderful experience 
with God. Then He said, “. . which 
HE poured out upon us richly 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour” 
(Greek). Now that passage says 


that when a person is born again, 


the Lord God pours out upon him | 


richly the Holy Spirit of God. 
Where, oh, where is the mighty 
power of the Holy Spirit? We are 
driven to this conclusion: either 
people are not really, truly born 
of the Spirit of God, or if they are 
born of the Spirit of God, they 
have not made the surrender that 
permits the Spirit of God to con- 
trol their lives. “As many as are 
LED BY THE SPIRIT of God, 
these are the sons of God” (Rom. 
8:14). And it is the birthright of 
every child of God to have the 
Comforter from Heaven to make 
real the presence of the Lord 
Jesus, and at the same time to 
take us by the hand and lead us 
in the pathway of the perfect will 
of God. That is the privilege of 


every child of God; and that is 
what God wants us to have. 

So if we are converted people, 
our desperate need this moment 
without a shadow of a doubt ~is 
for the fullness of the Spirit of 
God. 


1. We Need to “Sit Down” 
Before God First 


Now in Luke, the twenty-fourth 
chapter, we have the last words 
of Jesus. It is commonly thought 
that the last words of Jesus were 
the Great Commission, “Go yé in- 
to all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” It is 
true our Lord said that on a 
mountain in Galilee, but later on 
we have His final words as re- 
corded in Luke’s Gospel, chapter 
24. Jesus’ last words were not 
‘Go into all the world and disci- 
plize the nations.” Jesus’ last 
words were, ‘Sit down in the city 
of Jerusalem ‘til you get yourself 
clothed with power from on high 
so you can go out yonder to that 
lost world.’ He gave them the 
Commission, THEN He told them 
to sit down and get the power to 
go. In other words, all our move- 
ment to reach this lost world isn’t 
any good if we don’t go in the 
power of the Holy Spirit of God. 
All our preaching means nothing 
without_the Holy Spirit. All our 
teaching means nothing without 
the Holy Spirit. We have got to 
have Him if anything is going 
to be accomplished for eternity. 
I don’t want to work in Chris- 
tian work without the Holy Spirit 
of God. A businessman might sell 
hats, coats, shoes, without the 
Spirit of God; but a Christian, 
a preacher, a Sunday School 
teacher and worker for God can- 
not carry on the work of the 
Lord without the power and pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. 

Now let’s see Jesus’ last words, 
exactly what He said. “But ye, sit 
yourselves down.” (It’s translated 
“tarry” but the Greek word is lit- 
erally “sit down.) He = said, 
“You're like a squirrel in a cage, 
going round and round and round 
and round and never getting any- 
where.” How many of our lives 
are just like that! Sit down until 
you get yourselves OQLOTHED. 
Now ‘the opposite of being clothed 
is to be naked, devoid of power 
and spiritual blessing. That car- 
ries a tremendous, solemn truth to 
our hearts. 


2. We Need to Be “Clothed Upon” 
With Righteousness and Power 


I read in the Book of Revelation 
that when we meet our blessed 
Bridegroom at the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb that the gar- 
ments we shall wear shall be the 
garments that we have woven 
down here—the good works that 
we have done in the power of the 
Holy Spirit. “The fine linen is the 
righteous acts of the saints’”’ (Rev. 
19:8,R.V.). 

Now get the difference;—the 
King James Version says “right- 
eousness.”’ But the Greek word is 
“dikaiomata,” and it means, lit- 
erally, “righteous acts” (plural— 
not one act, but many), as the Re- 
vised Version has it. The fine 
linen in which you and I are going 
to meet Jesus will not be the 
righteousness of Christ which is 
imputed to us by faith. No, the 
garments in which we will be pre- 
sented, the fine linen in which we 


are going to be dressed when we. 


meet Jesus, will be the righteous 
acts that we have done, the good 
works we haVe done in the power 
of the Holy Spirit of God. If we 
haven’t done these good works, 
or if we have done good works 
without the power and energy of 
the Holy Spirit of God, then, we 
are not going to be clad properly 
when we meet our Lord. In fact, 
the Lord Jesus says there will be 
people who shall stand as ashamed 
as a naked.person in the presence 
of the Lord. “Blessed is he that 
watcheth and keepeth his gar- 
ments lest he walk naked and they 
see their shame.’ What is He talk- 
ing about? 

There is not a person in At- 
lanta, Georgia—I don’t care how 
low, how abandoned—who would 
want to go down Peachtree Street 
at high noon tomorrow without a 
stitch of clothing on. But the Word 
of God says there are going to be 
Christians, saved, who will stand 


in the presence of God just that 


“ 


ashamed when ‘they see Him, be- 
cause they have not done their 
good works in the power of the 
Holy Spirit. They have not woven 
their fine linen of righteous acts in 
which to meet the blessed Lord. 
Beloved, we are rushing to the 
judgment-seat of Christ; we are 
rushing to the marriage supper of 
the Lamb. And I am repeating it: 
the fine linen will be the right- 
eous acts, the deeds, that you and 
I do, in Jesus, with worthy mo- 
tives, for the glory of Christ, for 
the salvation of souls and in the 
power of the Holy Spirit of God. 
Now, if what I have said to you 
is so—and God knows it is ab- 
solutely exegesis of the Word of 
God—then there is nothing more 
important than that our lives be 
filled with the Holy Spirit of God, 
and that we be busy getting to- 
gether the garments in which we 
shall meet our blessed Bridegroom 
over yonder, when we meet Him 
face to face. Now the Lord says, 
“Sit down until you get yourselves 
clothed with power from on high.” 
What does He mean by “power 
on high”? 


Physical and Mental Power Will 
Not Bring Revival 

We are living in an age of 
power. The great need of the mo- 
ment is not physical power. We 
are living in a time of great phys- 
ical power. You can go over to 
the LeTourneau plant and find 
machinery that will literally move 
mountains. I landed the other day 
in Charleston, West Virginia, and 
as we came in I thought we were 
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going to jland,on a mountaintop, 
and that is what we did. Some- 
body had come in there with those 
giant instruments of power, and 
pushed off the top of a mountain, 
and made a runway and a land- 
ing place. It is amazing, the physi- 
cal power that we are seeing to- 
day; and yet, with it all, physical 
power will not bring @ revival. 
Physical power will not bring a 
soul to the Lord Jesus Christ. It 
isn’t physical power we need. 

It isn’t intellectual power we 
need. My Dad was a minister. I 
heard him say many a time, “What 
we need is an educated ministry.” 
My beloved friends, we have an ed- 
ucated ministry and less power 
than we have ever had in the his- 
tory of the Christian church in 
America. Less power! It isn’t ed- 
ucation. I’m not belittling edu- 
cation. I have a thirst for know- 
ledge. My difficulty is to hold 
myself to one line of truth. My 
mind wants to wander. I love to 
go through libraries and book- 
stores and browse. I have the 
consuming passion for knowledge 
of any kind. I am not belittling 
knowledge; but I am saying that 
all the Ph.D.’s in the world won't 
produce a revival. All the know- 
ledge in all the great libraries of 
the world won’t bring a revival. 
We are living in a day of great 
increase of knowledge and of 
learning and yet in a day of the 
greatest spiritual degradation and 
moral relapse that we have ever 
had in the history of America. It 
isn't physical power that I need 
or that you need. It isn’t intellect- 
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ual power that I need or that you 
need. It is spiritual power that 
you and I need. We need a visit 
from God in Heaven.‘ We need 
power from on high. And if God 
doesn’t give it to us, God have 
mercy on the people who sit under 
our voices! God have mercy on 
those who are around us! I don’t 
want to preach or teach without 
the power of the Spirit of God. 
I don’t want to have anything

power? They haven’t any Ph.D.’s. 
They have never learned. They 
don’t know about the world’s 
book learning. But they have a 
power that is other-worldly! They 
are turning the world upside 
down’’—just a group of humble 
people filled with the Spirit of 
God. 


No, God isn’t dead, beloved. Still, 
wherever men and women will pay 
the price, God will let the power 
of Heaven fall into that life, and 
that life will become a burning 
bush for God that shall blaze out 
the. message of salvation, touch 
other lives and set them on fire. 
And they in turn shall touch other 
lives and set them on fire. And 
the thing will go on and on until 
we meet our blessed Lord up 
yonder in Glory. The desperate 
need of the moment, my need and 
your need, is a tremendous infill- 
ing with the Spirit of God. My own 
soul is thirsty just for that. 


God’s Conditions for the 
Fullness of the Spirit 


Now to the second point. If I 
just had that to say, I wouldn't 
say it. L did not come here just 
to say to you, “You are dying 
of thirst, but there isn’t any water. 
You are like the man out on the 
Arizona desert wh was found 
dead within ten feet of a water 
hole.” That would be a tragic 
thing. Thank God, I can tell you 
not only that we have a desperate 
NEED of the Holy Ghost, but 
that God has A LAVISH PRO- 
VISION FOR OUR NEED in the 
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Holy Spirit. God WANTS to let 
the fire fall! If we will meet His 
conditions, if God’s people will pay 
the price, the fire will fall in my 
life, and in your life, and in our 
churches, and all over the whole 
country, and all over America, and 
all over the world. That is the 
thing that concerns us now. Pente- 
cost is God's answer for our need 
for power to obey His command to 
go into the world and preach the 
Gospel to every creature. 


I. “Of One Accord” 


Now let us look at Pentecost 
for a moment. We read in Acts 
2, verse 1 “And when the day of 
Pentecost was. fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one 
place,” I pause. “They were all 
with one ACCORD in one place.” 
It seems to me that the Master 
prayed one time that all Chris- 
tians “may be one,” that the world 
may believe that God sent Him! 
Just think of it! Discord has 
hindered the church of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Those people in the 
upper room were of one accord 
(Latin, heart to heart). Their 
hearts were one, one with another. 
D. L. Moody said one time, “I 
never knew a church with dis- 
cord to have revival.” Neither have 
I. When the church is on the outs 
and people are snarling at one 
another, and gossip and slander 
and talk and all kinds of sin is 
going on, do you think the Spirit 
of God_is going to operate? No, 
He is not going to operate. ‘““They 
[at Pentecost] were with one ac- 
cord.” 

Back in Finney’s day a young 
man was converted and called in- 
to the ministry. He said, ““‘We can 
have revivals. God is the same 
God. The God of Finney is our 
God, too! He will give us revivals.” 
He said, “Now we're going to 
pray for revival.” They prayed 
about six months, but no revival. 
He knew something was wrong. 
He was one of those preachers who 
was going to have a revival or 
die. When you get like that, you 
are going to have a revival. That 
is a good way to get it. After 
praying “tong and still no revival, 
he said, “Now, we'll come together 
on a certain day: We-are going 
to fast and pray and find out what 
is in the way. We must have a 
revival, We can have a revival.” 


They set the day. The men 
locked up their shops. The women 
came. They gathered together in 
the church. The preacher stood up. 
He said, “If you've got anything 
to say, say it right now. This is 
a day of fasting and prayer: and 
we're going to fast; and we’re go- 
ing to pray. We’re going to find 
out what is in the way of revival. 
God can give revival. Something 
is wrong with us.” 

About that time a deacon got up 
and said, “Brother 
there's no use fasting and praying 
when Deacon So-and-so and I are 
not on speaking terms.” He went 
over and flung his arms around 
his fellow deacon and saidy “I’ve 


| been talking about you and saying 


ugly thingS™about you. I’ve been 
hating you in my heart.’ He said. 
“I hayen’t been Christian. I want 
you to forgive me.” And the other 
brother flung his arms around his 
neck, and they had a weeping good 
time. Then a woman went over 
to another woman and said, “I’ve 
been gossiping about ‘you. I want 
you to forgive me.” She said. 
“You're forgiven already.” So they 
began ‘to crisscross that church, 
Christians were confessing their 
Sins and emptying out all this 
awful bile and gall that hinders 
God and hinders the Spirit of God 
and makes God sick. You remem- 
ber He says in the Book of Revela- 
tion, “You nauseate me, and I’m 
about to vomit you out of my 
mouth.” This is not elegant lan- 
guage, but it is certainly expres- 
sive! God loathes this lukewarm- 
ness, this carelessness, this _in- 
difference! I needn’t tell you that 
they didn’t have to have a day 
of fasting and praying in that 
church. The revival had already 
begun. 


I was up in the Tennessee moun- 
tains in a union revival meeting 
some years ago. Things were pret- 
ty hard that first week. I knew 
something was in the way. They 
invited me to preach Sunday morn- 
ing in the leading church. I rolled 
up my sleeves and just waded into 
sin among Christians. When I gave 
an invitation, down they came to 
the front. There waS~weeping all 
over the place. Here was a woman

who was the key to the whole 
situation, one of these cocktail- 
drinking, card-playing, cigarette- 
smoking church members who was 
a leader in the church. She 
couldn’t lead anybody to Jesus 
Christ the way she was living. 
She was a hindrance, in the way 
of everything. That woman be- 
came convicted, walked over to a 
neighbor of hers and fell into her 
arms. She said, “I’ve been say- 
ing ugly things about you. I want 
you to forgive me.” They wept 
together. The mascara  “frolled 
through all the rouge and down 
her cheeks. She was a mess when 
she got throttgh, but believe me, 
she was holy! She was right with 
God and man and that’s the im- 
portant thing. 


Hear me, friends; that wealthy 
woman got into that revival and 
began to bring people to the ser- 
vices and among them the em- 
ployees of the store she owned, 
and every one of her employees 
came to Jesus when she got right 
with God. She was in the way— 
but, she got right. There had to be 
accord, and a revival broke out 


like to say that over and over 
again, like a broken record, unt@ 
we find out that when the Holy 
Spirit comes, His great business 
isn’t to simply make you happy. 
The chief business of the Holy 
Ghost is to give you a tongue of- 
fire so you will speak for the Lord 
Jesus. You ean’t help but do ify ~ 
The heart will then be so filled 
with Jesus and be filled with the 
glory of Christ, and the glory of 
Heaven, and the glory of the Word 
of God, and the glory of soul 
winning, and the awfulness of Hell, 
and the wonder of God's salvation, 
that you can’t help but talk about 
the wonder and splendor of it ali! 

That is the reason there is no 
use of me getting up here and 
cracking the whip over your heads 
and saying, “Folks, you ought to 


when those people got right with 
God. 

Oh, beloved; you can say all you 
want to, discuss city-wide revivals 
and all the rest of it, but 
main thing that hinders a revival 
of God are all these jealousies, all 
this ill-will; we want to build a 
program, to build ourselves, to 
build our church, instead of want- 


the | 


ing to give ourselves in any way 
we can for the glory of God. 
These things are in the way! If 
God’s people get together, in ac- 
cord, in any given city, and work 
with the preachers who mean 
business, any city in America can 
be shaken. The real, orthodox, 
believing preachers can shake any 
city in America. And we WILL 
do it, if we are filled with the 
Spirit of God. We will pull to- 
gether. No one will say, “I’m not 
going to get in the revival if you 
don’t make me chairman of the 
first committee, or if you don't 
do this for me, or do that for 
me.” This old self! No wonder 
God can’t use us. He never will 
use us until we stomp self .be- 
neath our feet and put Christ and 
souls above every selfish ambition. 


They were of one accord in the 
upper room. Don't expect a revival 
in your own heart, don’t expect 
a revival in anybody else’s heart 
in the church until there comes 
accord, until our hearts are right 
with one another and one with 
God in seeking the power and the 
blessing of the Lord. There must 
be the confession of sin, and get- 
ting rid of sin, rising above self, 
before the Spirit of God can come 


in and the power from Heaven 
can fall.

Now, somebody will come up to 


me and say, “Brother Hendley, | 


you have made one mistake. Pente- 


cost, you remember, was two thou- | 


sand years ago, and that was 
planned in the Old Testament, and 
God never planned for another 
Pentecost. So there was just one 
great outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
of God.” 


Well, I have news for you. | 


Acts, the fourth chapter, is after 
Acts, the second chapter, accord- 
ing to my mathematics, and here 
is how it reads: “And when they 
had prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled to- 
gether; and they were all filled 


with the Holy Ghost, and they | 


spake [Pentecostally, if you please] 
the word of God with boldness. 
And the multitude of them that 
believed were of one heart and of 
one soul: neither said any of them 
that ought of the things which 
he possessed was his own; but they 
had all things common. And with

great power...” (Acts 4:31-33a). 

GREAT POWER—where is it 
today? Where is it in your life? 
Where is it in my life? Where is 
the great power of God that will 
make everybody turn aside to 
see? Where are the burning bushes 
for God that He sets on fire of the 
Holy Ghost? Why doesn’t the fire 
fall from Heaven? Listen to me: 
“And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus: and great grace 


was upon them all” (Acts 4:33), 
upon every one of them. That is 
post-Pentecostal, friends, after 
Pentecost. Pentecost, instead 
of being an exception, is 
God’s normal plan for the 
Christian church and you can’t 


make me believe otherwise. It is 
from the Word of God. God does 
not intend that we live at “this 
poor dying rate.” This dearth, this 
awtul, arid, soul-searing, religious 
lethargy of the hourn—God wants 
to visit us from Heaven. But you 
say, “Preacher, what is in the 
way?” The answer can be put in 
just one word, the little three- 
letter word, “sin.’’ S-I-N. Sin in 
our lives is the only thing that 
can hinder the presence and full- 
ness of the Spirit of God. God 
still says—‘“If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall hum- 
ble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their 
Sin, and will heal their land” (II 
Chr. 7:14). 


3. Sin Must Be Forsaken 

Sin is in the way—not neces- 
sarily the coarser sins—and will 
grieve the Spirit of God—-MUR- 
MURING will do it, COMPLAIN- 
ING. Think about the sin of mur- 
muring and complaining that we 
have today. John Wesley said, “I 
would sooner curse and swear than 
to murmur and complain.” Mur- 
muring, complaining, LACK OF 
LOVE, IUL WILL toward other 
people—we can’t have it in our 
hearts and walk with God. In I Co- 
rinthians 13 God said that without 
Jove we are nothing, without love 
we will amount to absolutely noth- 
ing at all. We have got to love 
positively. We have got to love 
God with all our hearts. We have 
got to love our fellow Christians 
in spite of their failures and ours. 
We have got to love this lost 
world that curses us and swears 
at us and thinks we are fools and 
fanatics and crackpots. We have 
got to have love. Lack of love 
will quench the Spirit of God. 
Then, TEMPER. Oh, the- Chris- 
tians with tempers today! Just 
a harsh, angry word can grieve 
the blessed, tender, Holy Spirit 
of God, more tender than any 
precious wife could be. Many a 
Christian is hugging SECRET SIN 
to his bosom and wondering why 
God’s power has left him com- 
pletely. 

The other day I was talking to 


an outstanding evangelist, and I}: 


asked. him about another brother 
in whom I was interested. He 
looked at me and said, “Preacher, 
I’m sorry to tell you, but he is 
laid on the shelf.” What did he 
mean? He meant God wasn't do- 


ing any business with that man’ gs 


any more. Hear me! I would 
rather die in my tracks than for 
Gédd to lay me on the shelf. I don’t 
want to live without the presence 
and power of God. I don’t want to 
live without the blessing of God. 
I don’t want to live without the 
ability to win souls to Jesus, to 
turn men from darkness to the 
light, and from the power of Sa- 
tan unto God. Oh, the greatest 
thing in this world is to be a soul 
winner for Jesus Christ. “And 
they that be wise shall shine as 
the brightness of the firmament, 
and they that turn many to right- 
eousness as the stars for ever and 


ever”. (Dan. 12:3). 


Oh, the JEALOUSY, profession- 
al jealousy among preachers! 
Brethren, let’s face the facts to- 
night. Let’s not trifle with sin. 
Do we want the Holy Spint? 
Jealousy among Christians is hin- 
dering revival in America today. 
ENVY and jealousy are hindering 
Christians in America today. 


4. We Must Take Time to Pray

God. There are little foxes that 
eat up the tender vines. Not get- 
ting drunk, not committing adul- 
tery—I’m not worried so much 
about those things, but I am wor- 
ried about these so-called little 
sins. Little? They rob us of the 
glory and the blessing of God. 
Souls are perishing and going to 
Hell because of so-called little 
sins that are hindering and griev- 
ing the Spirit of God and keeping 
the fire from falling from Heaven. 
If we will get rid of sin, and if 
we will believe God, and if we 
will pray, and if we will obey Him, 
God is bound, as He is God, to 
pour out His Holy Spirit upon 
us.
